In January, 1900, the special card system now used in 
many large libraries was put in operation. ‘This enables a 
person to take out a second book in any department but 
fiction. 

At the same time the fine was reduced from two. cents a 
a day to one cent a day, including Sundays. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The free library began its career in July, 1894. At first 
there were in the vicinity of too books, the gift of the State 
of New Hampshire. ‘These were kept in a single book case in 
the store of C. S. Wilcomb & Son. In 1896 the library was 
moved to the old “Dearborn shop,” after it was thoroughly 
renovated and repaired. The number of books was greatly 
increased that year by the gift of about g00 books belonging 
to the ‘“‘Ladies’ Library Association.” We now have over 
1500 volumes, and a library building which answers well for 
present needs. ‘The number of books withdrawn during these 
years has varied from 4000 for the year ending in Feb., 1896, 
to 5850, the number withdrawn the year following. 

Care has been taken to select the best books, and in this ef- 
fort patrons have been of assistance by recommending the

purchase of books known to be good. ‘This not only lessens 
the work of the ‘Trustees, but as a result of these suggestions, 
many a useful book is added to the library. 

It is good to know that the library is appreciated. The 
people evidently are aware that a free library is one of the 
best investments a town can make. We are not lacking in 
wisdom when we back up with our pocket books an institu- 
‘tion which is by common consent a source of good, in that 
it makes available toall the treasures which the best minds have 
given to the world. Someone has said, ‘Well does Charles 
’ Lamb suggest that men should say grace—not only over the 
Christmas festival, but also over the table spread with good 
books. For man has no truer friends, earth offers no richer 
banquet.”

We wish to say a few words in regard to the repairs made 
in the No. 5 schoolhouse. Any one who has visited that 
school within two or three years could not help noticing that 
something ought to be done to make the place more comfort- 
able, as well as more inviting. ‘There is nothing inspiring: in 
a shabby looking room. We do not know as we can blame 
teachers and scholars for allowing their work to correspond 
with the place where they have to perform their labors. This 
year we have newly lathed and plastered the ceiling, kalso- 
mined the walls, lowered an unnecessary platform at the back 
of the room, making a levei floor from the teacher’s platform, 
replaced the uncomfortable seats with modern chairs and 
desks; also put up new inside doors, and given the woodwork 
a new covering of paint; in fact have completely transformed 
the room, making it as comfortable and pleasant as any in 
town, and so thoroughly has the work been done, that unless 
something unexpected takes place, it will be in good condition 
for several years. . We feel sure teacher and scholars must 
feel more courage to do good work, and more pride in keeping 
the room in good order, than they could have felt before the 
repairs were made. ‘Iwo new Settees have been purchased for 
tst division, No. 1, and the No. 2 schoolrooms. <A few minor 
repairs have also been made in some of the rooms, your com- 
mittee jthinking it better to repair one room thoroughly than 
to partly do several. We hope the district will approve of 
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our efforts to make the best use of their appropriation for 
repalrs. . 
- Let us not forget our Roll of Honor. We are glad to 
note an increase of ten over last year, notwithstanding three 
of our schools were entirely broken up, near the close of the 
winter term, by the measles. If parents and scholars could 
realize the great advantage of punctuality, we should have 
much better schools. We wish each scholar would make an 
extra effort the next school year to be present every half day, 
and before the bell rings, too, for tardiness, is, nearly always, 
unnecessary. <A teacher can go about her work with more 
courage and pleasure, when her scholars are all present; then, 
too, the benefit to the scholar cannot be told. Habits of 
punctuality formed in early life will be lasting, and thus many 
hours of valuable time saved. ’Tis said to be a great deal 
harder for a minister to preach toa lot of empty pews, than 
when they are well filled; just so in school—’tis discouraging 
to see seats empty that should be occupied. Be in your places 
with the determination to be there all the time, unless pre- 
vented by sickness, and with your minds made up to “Do 
your best—your very best; and do it every day.” ‘Then, and 
not until then, will our schools be a success. ‘The best teach- 
er in the world will fail of having a good school, without 
the co-operation of parents and scholars. Do not blame the 
teacher until you have done your part. 


It remains to say a word concerning teachers. ‘The abil- 
ity and success of the teaching force has been all that we could 
expect it to be considering the salaries we have been able to 
pay. ‘The average of past years has been maintained. In an 
easy school the average teacher will do good work, but-not 
all schools are easy. Some schools have the name of being 
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‘‘hard,”’ a reputation which they manage to keep up to concert 
pitch without any considerable effort. Such a school needs 
a good teacher and good teachers are not to be had for the ask- 
ing. It stands to reason that the teacher who occupies a 
difficult position should command a larger salary than one 
who teaches ina school where little discipline is required. 
The trouble with regard to our more difficult schools has 
been, first, to find teachers adapted to the peculiar needs 
of the situation, and then, after a suitable teacher has been 
found, a second difficulty arises in persuading her to remain 
for any considerable length of time. ‘The burden resting on 
the School Committee is lightened if they have sufficient 
means apropriated by the district to enable them to offer a 
fair salary to the teachers “of whom-much is required.” The 
office of a teacher is like that of a bishop. Whoever desires 
the office “desireth a good work.” The lamented Miss Mel- 
vin closed one of her remarkable school reports with words that 
teachers should ponder. ‘They contain all that needs to be 
said, and with them these remarks will close. ‘Tothose teach- 
ers who are always learners; who find an increasing and ab- 
sorbing interest in their work, who consider that time well 
spent which is devoted to giving new meaning or fresh attrac- 
tion to the simplest lessons; who, studying to know the deepest 
wants of every child, learn how to arouse a worthy ambition, 
and how to reach the heart and conscience; whose control of 
their pupils is such as to teach them the far higher lesson of 
se/f-control, and obedience to the great law of right, to these 
we extend our congratulations. They have set before them- 
selves a great work, but they shall have joy in their work.”
